for this new permit opposed the ap- 
plication before the railroad commis- 
sion. These men should not be per- 
mitted to come into this city and take 
the cream and the old companies be 
left with nothing but the skim milk. 

Charles F, Donnelly, local manager 
of the San Francisco-Oakland Trac- 


tion company, then took the floor and | 


reviewed the history of the traction 
in this city. 

He stated that when the company 
first started to operate, Macdonald 
avenue was a mudhole, there were no 
sidewalks or crossings, and most of 
the time of the operatives was spent 
in carrying women and children over 
the street during the winter time and 
pulling horses and wagons out of the 
mud. The present side lines of the 
company are now opefating at a loss 
of $1,000 a month, and there is $150,- 
000 worth of equipment that stands 
in the yard all day long, and only 
used twice a day during the peak 
loads. He informed the council that 
it had paid for its portion of the pav- 
ing of Macdonald avenue, had paid for 
its share of the subway, and now had 
to put out $25,000 more for the widen- 
ing of the subway for the privilege of 
the Western Motors Transport com- 
pany to run through. If the permit 
was granted, he stated it would mean 
a lessening of the number of people 
the company employed. The com- 
pany’s men all resided here, about 
one hundred in number, their famil- 
ilies were here, they spent their money 
with the merchants of the city, and it 
was his opinion the company was en- 
titled to some consideration. © 

Councilman W. L. Lane stated he 
had watched the cars opcrating for the 
past week, and most of the time they : 
were running up and down the avenue 
empty. He did not think another line 
would improve matters. He thought 
the present company was taking care 
of the traffic, and to permit another 
line to operate would only mean that 
in a short time the people of Richmond 
would probably be paying twenty-five 
cents and possibly fifty to get to Oak- 
land.
